Tf employment fails, they Daye nothing saved on 
Which to live. The cold icy hand of want is soon 
laid upon their warm — benumbing holy 
instincts aug leading them to regard their lot as 
uncared for by God or man, when too frequently 
Bey relinquish thir hola upon virtue, or, aban- 
Goning endurance in buffering, they sink into a 
suicide’s grave. The Home is intended to serve 
n preventive of woes. It will afford the 
comforts of home the wo: king-wWomap, and 
surround her with holy influences, and when 

ebe is cut of work, counse!, ald and support her 
16 ibe search for emplos ment. 

By the use of an agency in connection with the 
Home a double advantage is secured: employers 
ean readily selec: the particular kind of help de- 
sired Dy tecpecting the register, where, opposite 
the name of each gi:i, ber qualifications are ac- 
curatels stated, and the msnagers are enabled 
the more easily to furnish the unemployed with 
the situations desired. 

The Home is nota charity la the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the term. The workin, -women pay 
for the sccommodations they receive, and are, 
consequently, not subjected to the influences, 
disastrous alike to individuals and to society, 
which some tnetitutions exert when they de- 
grade their inmatesto the rank of paupers. 

Lustiy, it is pot sectarian. The Board of Man- 
egers are elected by the “annual members” at 
the annual meeting, and it consists of thirty 
ladies selected from each of the following 
eburcbes: Presbyterian, Baptist, Meihodis, 
Epis copaiiap, Christian aed Unitarian.
